Well might the Rus- 
sian inquire, why did you not prevent 
the burning of those negroes in Texas 
and Delaware?

Congressional Record with a speech of 
tome sort that he is no good as a con- 
gressman, when the truth is that just 
the opposite makes him the good and 
effective member. 
No matter how 


good a speaker a man may be or how 
well qualified to speak on any given 
sul j -ct, he cat not say a word unless 
he gets tha permission of the speaker, 
and then he is allotted only a certain 
number of minutes and must limit his 
address. 
Very lew men can exhaust 


their subjects in the time allotted to 
them; cannot do themselves justice; 
aud that is why so lew men make 
speeches. 
Tbe house of representa- 


tives has emasculated itsell by the 
rules it has adopted aud no longer is a 
deliberative body. 


The president ol the United States 


is just now coming in lor some severe 
criticism in the political circles in the 
capital oi the nation which is causing 
Democrats to smile audibly and ad- 
ministration Republicans to wince per 
ceptibly. 
There are several reasons 


for this criticism. One is the "gag 
rule" applied to the postofflce depart- 
ment investigation promulgated by 
him before he left for his summer 
home at Oyster Bay.

It is 
significant that the society of St, Je- 
rome, composed of Roman Catholics, 
is, with the pope's approval, and with 
Bible society methods, putting 
the 


scriptures into the hands of the com- 
mon people of Italy. One hundred 
thousand copies of the Gospels and 
Acts in one volume, at four cents in 
papsr covers and eight cenis in cloth, 
have rapidlybeen sold. This is a new, 
scholarly and simple translation from 
the original Greek.

gallons of claret, 17,000 frea tickets to 
Coney Island, 25,000 tickets to amuse- 
ments, seven silver and one gold medal 
and some money in cesh prizes. 


Commenting on this picnic, a news- 


paper stated editorially that it would 
be a good thiag for the city if more 
ward leaders would follow this exam- 
ple o! generosity, and thei quo'ed, as 
applying to this boss,the saying of Je- 
sus,"Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my brethren 
ye have done it unto me." We remem- 
ber that before BOBS Tweed was sent 
to prison some of the newspapers were 
speaking of him as "our noble bene- 
factor." Newspaper editors should be 
a little more discriminating in thei- 
praise.
